The financial condition of the 
Lacombe and District Commun- 
ity Hospital. e in for a great 
deal of discussion at the regular 
meeting of the Board held in the 
Town Office Monday night. The 
financial statement for the month 
of August shoWed an operating 
surplus of $347.39, with an ave- 
rage of close t6 18 patients daily 
during the month. While the 
hospital ‘showed this surplus, 
over $500 is credited in unpaid 
accounts and Government grants 
will not be received until the end 
of the year’ when the Municipal 
Districts who hold agreements 
with the hospital meet their bills. 
Board members, though, ex- 
pressed general satisfaction with 
the progress of the institution 
financiaily. 

Soft Water Question’ 

The question of supplying soft 
water for the high pressure boil- 
er was discussed at length, the 
ordinary water in the town mains 
being ‘unsati8fae%ory for use in 
this heater. It was decided to 
place two tanks with an approxi- 
mate capacity of 400 gallons, to 
be used during the winter. The 
advice of an Edmonton heating 
man that a tank with a capacity 
of 5000 gallons be placed under- 
ground alongside the hospital 
was dropped for the present, as 
Board members thought the cost 
prohibitive for the time being. 

Plans for a root cellar with an 
estimated cost of $245 were dis- 
cussed briefly, and the plans laid 
over until the Board felt finan- 
cially able to build the cellar,

“but they are better off because 
of the large government subsidy. 
Cattle over there are down ahout 
$2.00,” Mr. McKenzie declared, 
“but there is a government sub- 
sidy averaging around $2.00 per 


-head which helps to make up 
_ this drop.” 


Mr. and Mrs. MacKenzie bought 
a small eight-horse-power auto- 
mobile—“but it would do sixty,” 
Bob said, and travelled over 
3000 miles in Scotland and Eng- 
land. “The car averaged 38 miles 
to the gallon for the total mile- 
age,” Mr. MacKenzie said, and 
added that he found the traffic 
laws over there confusing for a 
short time only. 

Mr. MacKenzie visited several 
big sales while in the old coun- 
try and saw some Canadian 
cattle sold “at a loss.”. The local 
couple also attended the ‘Glas- 
gow Exhibition and the Highland 
Agricultural Show, one of {the 
largest annual Fairs held in the 
British Isles. “The Overseas Do- 
minion Exhibits at the Glasgow 
World Fair,” Bob asserted,” 
“were wonderful. Canada’s ex- 
hibit was a credit to the coun- 
try.” The traveller commented 
on the Mounted Policemen “on 
exhibit” at the Canadian display 
and told of the enormous interest 
in this police force which is 
manifest among residents of the 
British Isles. At the Glasgow 
Exhibition he ran into an 
acquaintance from Innisfail, “so 
it’s a small world after all,” Bob 
smilingly remarked. 

“I was particularly, impressed 
with the large military airports 
along the coast,” he said, telling 
of the levelling off of large and 
fertile farms to make m for 
the grimmer and more necessary 
military airdromes.

LACOMBE BUILDING PERMITS 
TOTAL $8000 SINCE JAN. 1 


Building permits totalling $8000 
have been issued by the Town 
Office since January 1 of this 
year. This figure consists al- 


most entirely of minor improve- 
ments and alterations on homes 
and business places around town. 
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An Educational Organization 
i Bee Lacombe and Red Deer Junior Calf Clubs 
are undergoing their annual re-ofganization, 
This year, under the able supervision of F. H. 
Newcombe, district agriculturist, the calf, clubs 
will be supplied with Shorthorn calves, and no 
effort. will be spared by those in charge to see 
that good stock’ is supplied to the members. 

Last year saw the largest membership on 
record in the joint calf clubs. There was a reason 
for this—at the sale held in the spring of 1937, 
high prices were paid for stock raised by. the 
junior farmers of this district, and consequently, 
members showed a.substantial profit after deduct- 
«ing feed and upkeep expenses. At the sale held 
’ this year, however, prices, while in keeping with 
' the unsteady market, were so low that small losses 
were shown by calf club members. This was an 
unfortunate condition over which club officials 
had no control. 

It is hoped that the farmers of this district 
will understand, however, that the calf clubs are 
not formed primarily as a money-making scheme. 
The training obtained by members of these clubs 
is forming a band of inexperienced and possibly 
uninterested junior farmers into a group of ex- 
perienced and interested stock raisers. That is 
the primary purpose of all junior calf clubs. If 
the members can gain this experience, and at the 
same time show a profit on their year’s work, 
it is all to the good. Membership, however, should 
not drop because of a small financial loss, because 
this is, or should be, secondary to the prinrary pur- 
pose of the clubs. It is hoped that the farmers 
of the district can see the educational side of these 
clubs, rather than the financial side. 


Of Benefit To All 


ANADA this year. will produce more than 

twice as much’ ‘wheat as in 1937, an~estimate 
which places the wheat crop at 334 million bush- 
els shows. Last year the prairies of the west 
were able to produce only 159 million bushels. 
That is an increase which merits the attention of 
every Canadian citizen, as the western Canadian 
farmer harvests his largest crop since 1932, 

The effects of this crop will have far-reaching 
significance all through Canada. A crop of such 
proportions means more railway transportation, 
more shipping, more elevator space; it means 
more binder twine, more gasoline, more machin- 
ery. It also means more employment, as some 
farmers are already experiencing difficulty in 
finding enough labor to keep the threshing 
machines operating at full capacity. 

But a crop of this size means more than that. 
It means that the farmer will have larger ex- 
penses to meet. All this added labor and materials 
mount up to cold, hard cash, and the farmers of 
the west are, on the whole, singularly short of 
this necessity. 


Keeping this in mind, it seems difficult to 
adjust the complaints spreading from eastern 
Canada regarding the subsidizing of the wheat 
farmer with a pegged price, The extra money 
which will find its way into circulation through 
this pegged price will benefit not only the farmer; 
it will benefit the small towns of the west, the 
cities of the west and from there flow back and 
benefit the industrial. centres of the east. 


No Child’s Play 


(From the Johannesburg Times) 


T would come as a shock to unthinking city 
dwellers. to know what a variety of knowledge 
a successful farmer must include in his equipment 
before he can so much as begin to farm, He must 
be a chemist, a carpenter, a weather prophet, a 
farrier, a water diviner, a blacksmith, a doctor, 
a wheelwright, a bookkeeper, a veterinary sur- 
geon, a bricklayer, a mechanic, a thatcher or tiler, 
a plasterer, and something of a linguist. 
When he has assimilated a sound working 
knowledge of these trades and professions the far- 
mer may turn his attention to extracting the best 
from his lands. Then he has to make up his mind 
to specialize in whatever branch of agriculture 
his farm is best fitted for. If it be viticulture, 
or rearing slaughter cattle, or raising sheeu, or 
growing the hundred-and-one necessities of ex- 
istence, he is faced with a complexity of condi- 
tions and deterrents that a lifetime of study is all 
too short to exhaust. A glance through the Far- 
mers’ Supplement of the Sunday Times should be 
enough to convince the non-farming reader that 
the cultural background stressed by Mr. Botha 
never ceases to expand, and that the most exact- 
ing profession adopted by town dwellers is child’s 
play by comparison with the book learning needs 
of agriculture.

The country is a wonderful sight now, the 
fields turning gold with’ grain, There 
is a wonderful crop, in many p in process of 
being threshed. Acres and acres of very nearly 
worthless gold. With what mixed feeling the }, 
farmers must be contemplating their “wonderful ° 
crop.” What a tragedy it all is: Such a huge sur- 
plus, and yet there are millions who need Can- 
ada’s wheat. Just a short time spent in the out- 
skirts Of any of the great cities of the world will 
convince you that there is not a “surplus of 
wheat,” but a shortage of spending power. The 
poverty of many of these derelicts of the slums 
beggars description, 

So on the one side we have the farmers of 
the world being compelled to sell their wheat 
below cost, and, on the other side, millions not 
being able to buy that wheat at any price. Yet, if 
one trys to suggest that there is something wrong 
with the present system, one is considered a Red, 
a Communist, or at the very least, a nuisance. 

Even though there be hunger in the world, 
it is not considered a crime to curtail wheat 
Surely, though, that 
is more of a crime than a man wandering around 
looking for work, but who is without “visible 
means of support.” The latter, however, is often 
sent to jail for this offense (?), while the farmer, 
the destroyer of foods, ete., is hailed as an emi- 
nent student of economics. Strange, to say the 
least of it! 

However, the farmers can blame themselves 
for a lot of their troubles, They do not trust each 
other sufficiently to stick together, and organize 
themselves into one strong body, The percentage 
of farmers in the west is large, and if they wer¢ 
united, their numbers would make their demands 
respected. True, the farmers have, this year, what 
they have been demanding for years—the Wheat 
Board. But it is problematical if even this will 
help very much—in~view of the close grading 
prevalent this season. For instance, some wheat 
which looked to a certain farmer a “Number One,” 
was graded by the elevator man as a “Three,” and 
returned by the Government grader as “Five”! 
One is almost tempted to wonder if this be a 
method by which the Government hopes to “cut 
its losses” on the difference between the pegged 
price and the street price. 

However, if war was declared this wéek, the 


price would double or treble in short order. In- 


fact after the news of the European crisis on Sun- 
day was broadcast, farmers were discussing the 
probability of a higher pri¢e for wheat, not 
through callousness, but in the light of past ex- 
perience. It seems rather dreadful that. war is 
one of the few sure things that will guarantee the 
farmer a decent return for his wheat. 

At present the possibility of war is greater 
than at any time since 1914. Czechoslovakia’s sal- 
vation lay only in the hope of England, France 
and Russia coming to her aid if menaced by Ger- 
many. However willing, these three countries 
faced a great difficulty by reason of their coun- 
tries being cut off from Czechoslovakia by other 
countries. They would be compelled to pass 
Now Roumania 
has made a grand gesture and told the Russians 
they may use their land as a corridor to théir ally, 
Czechoslovakia. 


Roumania, by the way, is probably not any 
too comfortable herself; she houses many Germans 
within her confines. Like many other small na- 
tions, Roumania must view with horror the dilly- 
dallying of British statesmen and others, who are 
allowing Hitler to carry out the program out- 
lined in his book, “Mein Kampf.” He was at least 
man enough to infortn the world exactly what he 
intended to do. How he and Mussolini must be 
laughing up their sleeves at the inclusion of An- 
thony Eden in the hurried and flurried confer- 
ences of the British Cabinet. 


Anthony Eden cannot help very much. at this 
stage of the game. If the powers that be had left 
him as Foreign Secretary many things might not 
have happened. Hitler might not now be drunk 
with the success of his Austrian coup, and appar- 
ently planning like exploits. Perhaps some of us 
attach too much importance to Anthony Eden’s 
sagacity, the rejoicings and celebrations held in 
Berlin and Rome on his resignation are not with- 
out significance. My Lord of Halifax and Mr. 
Chamberlain must feel apprehensive to allow fhe 
former Foreign Secretary, with whom they dif- 
fered so strongly, to be present at their delibera- 
tions. If Anthony Eden can save the situation, 
he must be a super-man, but much as I admire 
him, I doubt if there be a man alive who could 
solve the Sudeten question to Hitler’s satisfaction. 

So Europe waits! Each nation distrusting its 
neighbor, and mobilizing their strength along their 
respective frontiers. 

Marching feet, 1914, all over again! Does it 
not bring to mind that famous marching song, 
“Tipperary”? It is somewhat of a coincidence, 
that its author, Jack Judge, that few knew, has 
died a few weeks ago on the eve of what may 
well be another ghastly war. 

All these things are likend one with the other, 
and distrust is the root of them all—distrust of 
the farmers, each of the other, the nations of 
their neighbors, and the politicians of each other’s 
policies, and on all their unworthy emotions hangs 
the price of wheat.

Weekly News from the Canadian Capital 


New Tory Leader Starts 
Campaign in Maritimes 


Editor’s Note — With this 
week’s issue, the Lacombe 
Globe brings to its readers 
the first of a regular series 
of news letters from_ the 
capital city of Ottawa. These 
weekly news letters are writ- 
ten bya prominent. corre- 
spondent of Ottawa and their 
purpose will be to bring to 
the readers of the Lacombe 
Globe a fair and’ unbiased 
report of happenings and 
news on Parliament Hill. 


OTTAWA.—Some of the Parlia- 
ment Hill Master-Minds who 
have been proclaiming that Hon. 
Dr. R. J. Manion had everything 
to learn about leadership tactics 
and strategy are less emphatic 
on the point now than they were 
a few weeks ago. When the new- 
“ly-elected Tory chieftain set out 
for the Maritimes the other day 
to fire the real opening guns of 
his campaign there, they were 
prepared to concede that perhaps 
he knew something. beyond the 
A.B.C.’s of leadership after all. 
The reason is, of course, the 
Maritimes represent the section 
of the Dominion in which the 
tide of discontinent is running 
its strongest. During the present 
season correspondents of such 
metropolitan journals as_ the 
Toronto Globe and Mail, Satur- 
day night and the Windsor Daily 
Star have been down there paint- 
ing vivid pictures of «the griev- 
ances which exist. The field, 
consequently, has been ideally 
prepared for an _ Opposition 
Leader who comes with the 
promise of a New Deal to the 
discontented. Dr. Manion, in 
other words, should get a recep- 
tion from the Maritimes such as 
he would be justified in expect- 
ing from no other section of the 
Dominion. 

With him went T. A. Thomp- 
son, M.P. for North Lanark. 
There is an.interesting signifi- 
cance to this choice by the new 
Leader of one of the veteran 
rank-and-file Ontario members as 
his aide on his mission to the 
Martimes. Dr. Manion is under- 
stood to intend a thorough demo- 
cratization of the Conservative 
leadership. There is to be no 
“inner council” controlling things 
during his regime. Consequently, 
as he travels about the Domin- 
ion carrying the torch of the 
Tory crusade, he proposes to 
take the Federal M.P.’s in rota- 


tion as his lieutenants, Each will 
do his turn of service. The idea 
is a popular one among the Tory 
M.P.’s and already the new chief- 
tain is ‘assured a co-operation 
from his parliamentary followers 
that will -be enthusiastic. 

Dr. Manion proposes to seek 
election in the pending London 
by-election: Prime Minister King, 
with his invariable courtesy to- 
wards his opponents and his high 
sense of the amenities of public 
life, would like to see him given 
an acelamation. A possible 
stumbling block to such a plan 
is furnished in the person of Pre- 
mier Mitchell F. Hepburn. It 
would not be inconsistent with 
the Ontario Premier’s recent 
conduct for him to see that Dr. 
Manion is opposed, if he knows 
that Mr. King wants him elected 
by acclamation. 

The authentic rumor travelling 
Federal circles ig, that Ontario’s 
No. 1 politician, Premier Mitch- 
ell Hepburn, may soon have his 
own hands so full that he will 
have no time left for prosecuting 
his own private quarrel with 
Mr. King. ‘The provincial Tories 
are said to be preparing to 
buckle the harness on once more 
to that formidable old war-horse 
of a few years ago, Hon. G. How- 
ard Ferguson, The slogan in the 
inner Conservative circles is re- 
ported to be that the inimitable 
“Fergy” alone can redeem the 
Ontario Tory cause. 

The reports that strong pres- 
sure is being brought to draft 
Hon. Mr. Ferguson into the pro- 
vincial leadership again unques- 
tionably are well founded. The 
motive, however, is probably less 
to defeat Mr. Hepburn than to 
head off the prospect of a Col. 
George A. Drew leadership. The 
former Conservative organizer is 
not yet back in good standing 
with the party machine since his 
celebrated break with Hon, Earle 
Rowe, and the party moguls are 
determined that he will not wear 
the mantle of Jeadership if they 
can prevent it. The latest word, 
furthermore, is that Hon. Mr. 
Ferguson is sympathetic to their 
point of view. If he throws his 
hat in the ring he will certainly 
be chosen. And his speech at the 
recent Manion banquet in Toron- 
to was a_ sufficient guarantee 
that he retains enough of his old 
fire to make the recently-drab 
battle of politics in Ontario in- 
teresting onee more.

“There are so many classes and 
grades of seed. What is really 
the best to buy?” a farmer friend 
asked. 


There are three main classes 
of seed, with No. 1, 2 and 3 
grades within each class:— 


(a) “General Seeds of Com- 
merce,” which require a Con- 
trol Sample Certificate, stating 
that the stocks are up to cer- 
tain germination standards, and 
that they contain no more 
weed seeds, nor seeds of other 
kinds of grain, than the Seed 
Act permits. 


(b) “Certified Seed,” which is 
the same kind of material as 
(a) excepting that it is a little 
purer in each grade, and also 
that he stocks are certified 
to be true to a high standard 

. of excellence to one specified 
variety. 3 


(ec) “Registered Seed,” which 
again is the same as (b) ex- 
cepting that it is even purer, 
and is true-to-variety to a still 
higher standard of excellence 
even than Certified seed. 


x 


The best qualities of Registered 
and Certified seed are contained 
in sacks, each individual sack 
having been inspected, tagged 
and sealed by an officer of the 
Dominion Seed Branch. Certified 
seed in the sack is more expen- 
sive than General Seeds of Com- 
merce, and Registered seed is 
somewhat more expensive than 
Certified, simply because it is the 
highest quality seed obtainable.

Following factors have tended

Wheat harvesting losses from 
extreme heat feared in Russia;
